Amend the Law relating to Allotments for Labourers in A.D.i89i. 
Ireland. 

I yE it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
' with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. This Act may be cited as the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1891. Short title. 

2. This Act shall be construed as one with the Labourers Construction 
(Ireland) Acts, 1SS3 to 1SSG, and this Act and the said Acts may of Act * 
be cited as the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 1891. 

3. Section six of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 18S3, section Eito^ouo; 

10 sixteen of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 18S5, and section twelve 
of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1886, shall be amended, and shall 
be construed as if for the words “half a statute acre” or “half « 
an acre ” in the said sections the words “ an acre ” were 
substituted.
